INTRODUCTION. 


Such  time  as  could  be  spared  from  the  other  duties  required  of  the 
Bureau  of  Chemisti-y,  and  as  conditions  warranted,  was  devoted  to 
an  examination  of  samples  of  Paint,  Linseed  Oil  and  Turpentine. 
The  sale  of  these  products  is  regulated  by  Acts  of  Assembly  known 
as  the  Paint  Law  and  Linseed  Oil  Law  and  in  accordance  with  their 
provisions,  during  1919  and  1920,  279  samples  were  purchased  by  the 
special  Agents  as  they  were  found  being  ofl'ered  for  sale  to  the  trade 
throughout  the  State  and  were  submitted  for  analysis  together  with 
reports  covering  each.  They  included  9  samples  of  paint,  129  of  lin- 
seed oil  and  141  of  turpentine  and  were  analyzed  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  or  not  there  was  any  deception  in  branding  or 
labeling  or  adulteration. 

In  the  case  of  the  samples  of  paint  the  results  of  analyses,  com- 
pared with  statements  on  labels,  showed  no  deception  or  misbrand- 
ing to  have  occurred.  In  the  case  of  a  sample  of  Zinc  Compound, 
however,  the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  was  not  in- 
cluded, as  required,  but  subsequently  arrangements  were  made  to 
print  this  information  on  the  labels  attached  to  cajis.  Five  samples 
of  linseed  oil  and  6  of  turpentine  were  found  to  have  been  adulter- 
ated and  prosecutions  were  ordered  in  these  cases. 

The  following  pages  include  copies  of  the  laws  regulating  the  sale 
of  paint,  putty  and  turpentine  and  linseed  oil,  rulings  relative  to  the 
labeling  required  for  extended  pigments,  colors  in  oil  and  putty,  a 
discussion  of  the  results  of  inspection,  with  tables  showing  the  re- 
sults of  examination  of  each  sample,  and  directions  for  analysis  of 
special  samples. 
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PAINT,  PUTTY  AND  TUEPENTINE  LAW. 


No.  297. 
AN  ACT 

To  prevent  deception  in  the  sale  of  paint,  putty,  turpentine,  or  any  substitutes  there- 
for, and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof.  ouusuiutes  cnere 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  no  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
shall  knowingly  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  within  this  Commonwealth, 
any  paint,  putty,  turpentine,  or  any  substitute  therefor,  marked 
in  any  manner  so  as  to  tend  to  deceive  the  purchaser  as  to  its  nature 
or  composition,  or  wliich  is  not  labeled  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  term  "paint,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include 
oxide  of  zinc,  red  lead  and  white  lead  (Basic  carbonate  or  Basic 
sulphate) ,  dry  or  in  any  kind  of  oil,  or  any  compound  intended  for 
the  same  use,  colors  ground  in  oil,  paste  or  semi-paste  paint,  and 
liquid  or  mijxed  paint  ready  for  use. 

Section  3.  The  label  required  by  this  act  shall  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly state  the  name  and  residence  of  manufacturer  of  the  paint 
or  of  the  distributor  thereof,  or  of  the  party  for  whom  the  same  is 
manufactured.  Such  label  shall  be  printed  in  plain  legible  type, 
and,  so  far  as  possible,  common  English  words  shall  be  used  instead 
of  technical  terms. 

Section  4.  Tlie  label  on  all  liquid  or  mixed  paint  shall  show 
the  net  measure  of  the  contents  of  tlie  container,  and,  on  all  paste 
and  semi-paste  paint  sold  by  weight,  the  net  weight  of  the  contents 
of  the  package,  or,  if  sold  by  measure,  the  net  measure  of  such  con- 
tents. 

Section  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
articles  hereinbefore  described  which  are  in  this  State,  in  the  hands 
of  the  jobbers  and  dealers  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect. 
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Section  6.  The  having  in  possession,  by  any  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration dealing  therein,  of  any  of  the  articles  hereinbefore  described, 
and  improperly  marked  or  not  correctly  labeled,  as  provided  in  this 
act,  shall  be  considered  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  same  are 
kept  by  such  person,  firm,  or  corporation  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Section  7.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  an  article  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  improperly  labeled,  or  misbranded:  (1)  If  it  be  an  imitation 
of,  or  offered  for  sale  under,  the  name  of  another  article.  (2)  If 
the  contents  of  the  package  as  originally  put  up  shall  have  been 
removed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  other  contents  shall  have  been 
placed  in  such  package.  (3)  If  the  package  containing  it.  or  its' 
label,  shall  bear  any  statement,  design,  or  device  regarding  the 
ingredients  or  the  substances  contained  therein  which  statement, 
design,  or  device  shall  be  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular. 

Section  8.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  Commonwealth  is 
hereby  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  his  assistants,  ex- 
perts, chemists,  and  agents  shall  have  access  to  all  places  of  business, 
stores,  and  buildings  used  for  the  sale  of  paint,  putty,  turpentine,  or 
any  substitute  therefor ;  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  open 
any  package,  can,  jar,  tub,  or  other  receptacle  containing  articles 
subject  to  the  proivisions  of  this  act,  which  may  there  be  sold  or 
kept  for  sale. 

Section  10.  Any  violator  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  any  person  knowingly  assisting  or  taking  part  in  the  violation 
of  any  of  said  provisions,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  twenty-flve  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  December,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  fifteen.

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METHOD  OF  LABELING  EXTENDED  PIGMENTS,  EXTENDED 
COLOKS  IN  OIL  AND  PUTTY. 


COMBINATION,  EXTENDED  OR  REDUCED  LEADS:— Where 
the  percentage  of  White  Lead  in  such  compounds  is  50  per  cent  or 
more,  the  term  "Lead"  may  be  retained  on  the  labels  provided  the 
word  "Compound"  in  sufficiently  conspicuous  type  immediately 
folloAvs  the  title.  Stock  on  hand  already  labeled  without  this  word- 
ing may  be  taken  care  of  by  aflflxlng  a  sticker  bearing  the  word 
"Compound"  or  by  the  use  of  a  rubber  stamp  bearing  this  word,  or 
a  sticker  or  rubber  stamp  may  be  placed  on  the  label  immediately 
after  the  title  in  sufficiently  conspicious  sized  type  to  show  the  con 
tents  is  a  "Compound"  in  order  to  remove  any  chance  of  deception. 

Combination,  Extended  or  Reduced  Leads  containing  less  than 
50  per  cent  of  White  Lead  must  not  be  designated  by  the  use  of 
the  word  "Compound"  on  the  label.  In  such  cases  the  product  may 
be  labeled  "Royal  White"  and  the  wording  "Royal  White  Lead  Com- 
pound" cannot  be  used. 

COMBINATION,  EXTENDED  OR  REDUCED  ZINCS:— In  these 
products  the  name  or  title  "Zinc  White"  may  be  retained  if  it  is 
followed  by  the  word  "Compound"  in  conspicuous  type.  Stock  on 
hand  already  labeled  may  be  taken  care  of  by  affixing  a  sticker 
bearing  the  word  "Compound"  or  by  the  use  of  a  rubber  stamp 
bearing  this  word,  as  in  the  case  of  reduced  Leads  in  such  manner 
as  to  remove  any  possibility  of  deception. 

COLORS  IN  OIL  WHICH  HAVE  BEEN  REDUCED  OR  EX- 
TENDED:— Such  colors  as  are  reduced  by  the  addition  of  inert 
extenders  may  be  labeled  with  their  present  titles  if  the  word  "Com- 
pound" he  added  to  the  title  in  conspicuous  type.  Stock  on  hand 
already  labeled  may  be  taken  care  of  by  affixing  a  sticker  bearing 
the  word  "Compound"  or  the  use  of  a  rubber  stamp  bearing  this 
word.  Either  sticker  or  rubber  stamp  being  pla,ced  on  the  labels 
immediately  following  the  title  in  such  a  manner  as  to  remove  any 
possibility  of  deception. 

In  the  case  of  Natural  or  Chemical  Colors  where  tlie  inert  material 
or  other  foreign  subst<ince  is  a  natural  part  of  the  product  itself, 
the  word  "Compound"  need  not  be  added  to  the  name  of  title. 

All  compounds  of  Whiting  and  Linseed  Oil  may  be  labeled  and 
sold  as  PURE  PUTTY,  and  all  compounds  of  Whiting  and  Linseed 
Oil  when  sold  and  labeled  as  PUTTY  or  PURE  PUTTY  will  be 
rfinsidered  as  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Paint  Ljiav. 
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All  Oompouuds  of  White  Lead,  Whiting  and  Linseed  Oil  shouhl 
be  sold  and  labeled  as  WHITE  LEAD  PUTTY  OR  WHITE  LEAD 
AND  WHITING  PUTTY. 

All  materials  used  for  puttying  purposes,  or  sold  or  used  as  sub- 
stitutes for  Putty,  which  are  made  of  or  compounded  from  products 
other  than  ^Vhite  Lead,  Whiting  and  Linseed  Oil,  should  be  labeled 
"PUTTY  COMPOUND"  in  plain,  legible  type  and  in  such  manner 
as  to  remove  any  chance  of  deception. 

Manufacturers  as  they  prepare  new  labels  in  accordance  mth  the 
required  methods  of  labeling,  will  greatly  assist  the  Department 
if  they  will  submit  to  the  Chief  Chemist  a  copy  of  such  labels  in  all 
sizes.  In  case  it  is  found  that  these  labels  be  not  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  and  the  spirit  of  the  Law,  the  matter  will 
be  taken  up  directly  with  the  Manufacturers  as  soon  as  possible. 


LINSEED  OIL  LAW

AN  ACT 

ReoTilatine  the  storage  and  sale  of  linseed  oil,  and  compounds  and  imitations  thereof ; 
fixing  standards  for  raw  and  boiled  linseed  oil ;  providing  penalties  for  violations 
thereof  -  providing  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act,  and  expenses  thereof;  providing 
for  examinations  of  samples  of  linseed  oil :  and  repealing  an  act  approved  the  twen- 
tv-third  dav  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  entitled  An  act  to  pre- 
vent the  adulteration  of,  and  deception  in  the  sale  of,  linseed  or  flaxseed  oil,  and 
the  act  approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
five  entitled  "An  act  supplemental  to  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  prevent  the  adul- 
teration of,  and  deception  in  the  sale  of  linseed  or  flaxseed  oil,'  approved  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundted  and  one. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  words  "linseed  oil,"  as 
used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  an  oil,  wholly  the  product  obtained  from 
pure  flaxseed,  and  conforming  to  the  following  requirements : 

First.  Its  specific  gravit3%  at  a  temperature  of  fifteen  and  five- 
tenths  degrees  centrigrade,  shall  be  not  less  than  nine  thousand 
three  hundred  and  fifteen  ten-thousands  (.9315),  nor  greater  than 
nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty  ten-thousandths  (.9360). 

Second.    Its  acid  value  shall  not  exceed  six  (6). 

Third.  Its  saponification  value  (Koettstorfer  number)  shall  I'e 
not  less  than  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (187),  nor  greater  than 
one  hundred  and  ninety-five  (195). 
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Fourth.  It  shall  not  contain  more  than  one  and  one  half  per 
centum  of  unsaponiflable  matter. 

Fifth.  Its  iodine  value  (Hanus  number)  shall  be  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  seventy  (170),  nor  greater  than  one  hundred  and  ninetv 
(190). 

The  words  "boiled  linseed  oil,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean 
linseed  oil,  as  above  defined,  which  has  been  heated  to  a  temperature 
of  at  least  one  hundred  and  seven  degrees  centigrade,  and  conform- 
ing to  the  following  requirements: 

First.  It  shall  not  contain  free  rosin  or  rosin  oil,  nor  shall  it 
contain  rosin  as  resinates  in  excess  of  one  per  centum. 

Second.  It  shall  not  contain  more  than  two  per  centum  of  un- 
saponiflable matter. 

Third.  Its  sa^wnifi cation  value  fKoettstorfer  number)  shall  be 
not  less  than  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  (185),  nor  greater  than  one 
hundred  and  ninety-five  (195). 

Fourth.  Its  iodine  value  (Hanus  number)  shall  be  not  less  than 
one  hundred  and  sixty  (160),  nor  greater  than  one  hundred  and 
ninety  (190). 

Fifth.  Its  specific  gravity,  at  a  temperature  of  fifteen  and  five- 
tenths  degrees  centigrade,  shall  be  not  less  than  nine  thousand 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  ten  thousandths  (.9325),  nor  greater 
than  nine  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  ten  thousandths  (.9450). 

Section  2.  The  word  "container,''  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean 
any  tank,  barrel,  keg,  can,  bottle,  jug,  or  other  vessel  in  which 
raw  or  boiled  linseed  oil,  or  any  compound  or  imitation  thereof, 
shall  be  stored,  sold,  or  ofl'ered  for  sale. 

The  word  "person,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  any  individual, 
partnership,  or  corporation,  acting  directly,  or  acting  indirectly 
through  the  agent,  servant,  or  employe  of  such  person. 

The  word  "marked,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  "written," 
"printed,"  "stamped,"  "painted,"  or  "blown,"  or  any  other  means 
whereby  words  may  be  indicated,  in  or  on  a  container,  or  on  any 
label  attached  thereto. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  store  or  sell 
or  offer  for  sale  any  of  the  following  commodities,  in  a  container 
having  therein  or  thereon  marked  the  words  "linseed  oil,"  or  "flax- 
seed oil,"  or  having  therein  or  thereon  marked  any  description  of 
the  contents  containing  thte  words  "linseed  oil"  or  "flaxseed  oil," 
namely: 

One.  Any  raw  or  boiled  linseed  oil  which  shall  not  comply  with 
the  respective  requirements  of  the  first  section  of  this  act. 
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Two.  Any  compound  of  raw  or  i)oiied  linseed  oil  which  shall  not 
comply  with  the  respective  requirements  of  the  first  section  of  this 
act. 

Three.    Any  imitation  of  linseed  oil. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  as  linseed  oil  any  compound  or  imitation  of  linseed  oil,  without 
notifying  the  purchaser  thereof,  in  writing,  at  the  time  of  such  sale, 
that  the  oil  so  sold  is  a  compound  or  imitation  of  linseed  oil. 

Section  5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  any  alderman,  magis- 
trate, or  justice  of  the  peace  of  tlie  county  wherein  the  offense  shall 
have  been  committed,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or,  in  default  thereof,  may 
be  committed  to  the  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  sixty  days. 

Secton  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  cause  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  be  enforced.  All  fines  recovered 
in  pursuance  of  this  act  shaU  be  paid  to,  or  to  the  order  of,  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  by  him  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

Section  7.  Any  person  refusing  to  seU  any  oU  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  or  his  agent,  or  agents,  or  in  any  way  interfering  with 
the  enforcement  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  the 
cost  of  prosecution. 

Section  8.  Any  person  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
dealing  in  raw  or  boHed  linseed  oil  may  send  samples  thereof  to 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  examination.  The  results  of  such 
examination  shall  be  reported  to  such  person,  within  fifteen  days 
from  the  receipt  by  the  department  of  such  sample.  The  fee  for 
said  examination  shall  be  one  doUar,  which  shall  be  paid  before 
such  examination  shall  be  made.  AH  moneys  received  from  such 
examination  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  from  time  to  time, 
cause  to  be  published  information  obtained  from  the  examinations 
of  all  samples  of  ods  received  or  secured  in  the  enforcement  of 
this  act. 

Section  10.  Tliis  act  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen. 

Section  11.  All  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  enforcement 
of  this  act  shaU,  after  approval  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law.

Section  12.  The  act  approved  the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  'entitled  "An  act  to 
prevent  the  adulteration  of,  and  deception  in  the  sale  of,  linseed  or 
flaxseed  oil,"  and  the  act  approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  liundred  and  five,  entitled  "An 
act  supplemental  to  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  prevent  the  adultera- 
tion of  and  deception  in  the  sale  of  linseed  or  flaxseed  oil,'  approved 
the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  one,  providing  for  the  payment  of  expenses  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  said  act,"  and  all  other  acts,  or 
parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  tliis  act,  are  hereby 
repealed.  ~         .  .

RESULTS  OF  PAINT  INSPECTION. 


There  were  only  9  samples  of  White  Paint,  including  8  in  paste 
form  and  1  of  "Outside  White  Prepared  Paint,"  received  and  exam- 
ined. Small  packages  of  these  were  purchased  by  the  special  Agents, 
aU  of  which  were  found  to  contain  the  net  weight  or  amount  claimed. 
The  paste  forms  of  paint  were  found  to  consist  of  either  pure  White 
Lead  or  various  proportions  of  White  Lead,  Zinc  Oxide,  Barytes  and 
Zinc  Sulphide  as  the  pigments  and  the  vehicle  used  was  pure  Lin- 
seed Oil,  amounting  to  from  4.2  to  10.6  per  cent,  except  in  1  case 
where  Mineral  Oil  was  in  part  used.  The  pigments  of  the  prepared 
mixed  paint  included  6  ingredients  and  the  vehicle,  which  amounted 
to  37.4  per  cent.,  consisted  of  linseed  oil  and  volatile  thinner.  In 
the  case  of  "French  White  Zinc  Compound"  the  labeling  Avas  found 
to  be  incorrect  as  the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  was 
omitted  but  it  has  been  arranged  to  include  this  required  informa- 
tion on  subsequent  labels.  In  the  case  of  the  remaining  samples, 
where  it  is  not  required  that  the  fonnula  composition  be  given,  no 
violations  of  the  law  occurred,  however  in  the  case  of  No.  99,  "Dutch 
Boy  White  Lead,"  and  No.  100,  "Pure  White  Lead,"  the  percentages 
of  pigment  and  vehicle  were  printed  on  the  labels  and  found  upon 
analysis  of  the  samples  to  be  as  claimed.  The  Chemist's  No.,  brand 
name,  names  and  addresses  of  manufacturer  and  dealer  and  the 
analysis  of  pigment  and  vehicle  for  each  sample  examined,  were  as 
follows :

EESULTS  OF  LINSEED  OIL  INSPECTION. 


The  129  samples  of  Oil  received  and  analyzed  included  108  samples 
sold  as  Eaw  Linseed  Oil  and  of  these  5  were  found  to  have  been 
adulterated  with  varying  amounts  of  Mineral  Oil,  1  sample  contain- 
ing 50  per  cent,  of  this  non-drying  oil.  There  were  also  15  samples 
of  Boiled  Linseed  Oil,  all  of  which  were  found  to  meet  the  required 
standards  of  puritj'  and  4  additional  samples  sold  as  substitutes  for 
linseed  oil,  which  contained  large  proportions  of  mineral  oU  and 
which  were  not  sold  contrary  to  requirements.  Two  of  the  samples 
examined  were  composed  largely  of  mineral  oil  and  were  considered 
as  being  misbranded  because  the  brand  names  were  so  similar  to 
that  of  linseed  oil  as  to  be  misleading,  although  they  were  not  offered 
for  sale  by  the  dealers  as  Pure  Linseed  Oil.  The  results  of  ex- 
aminations for  each  sample  will  be  found  m  Table  I,  which  follow.s, 
sho-ftang  the  names  and  addresses  of  manufacturers  and  dealers. 
Those  samples,  which  were  found  upon  analysis  to  meet  the  required 
standards  of  purity  are  marked  "Passed"  and  those  not  meeting 
these  standards  are  indicated  as  being  "Adulterated." 


EESULTS  OF  TUEPENTINE  INSPECTION. 


There  were  141  samples  of  Turpentine  and  Turpentine  Substitutes 
received  and  examined  and  of  this  number  6  were  found  to  have  been 
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adulterated  with  Mineral  Spirits.  Ten  of  the  samples  were  selected 
from  shipments  sold  as  substitutes  for  turpentine,  which  also  con- 
tained mineral  spirits,  having  brand  names  so  similar  to  turpentine 
tliat  they  were  considered  as  being  misbranded  although  they  were 
not  offered  for  sale  as  pure  turpentine.  The  results  of  analysis  of 
each  sample  is  included  in  Table  II,  which  follows,  showing  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  manufacturers  and  the  dealers  from 
whom  they  were  obtained  and  those  samples  which  were  found  upon 
examination  to  have  met  the  requirements  are  marked  "Passed", 
those  found  adulterated  are  so  indicated  and  those  where  the  brand 
names  were  considered  to  be  incorrect  are  indicated  as  being  "Mis- 
branded."  . 


DIRECTIONS  FOR  ANALYSIS  OF  SPECIAL  SAMPLES. 


The  Linseed  Oil  Law  makes  it  possible  for  the  Bureau  to  analyze 
samples  for  residents  of  the  State  for  a  fee  of  fl.OO  each  and,  there- 
fore, selling  agents  and  consumers  in  Pennsylvania  may  easily  de- 
termine whether  or  not  tlie  Oil,  which  they  are  to  offer  for  sale  or  to 
use,  meets  the  required  standards  of  purity.  Those  desiring  to  have 
samples  analyzed  are  requested  to  proceed  as  follows: 

AMOUNT  OF  OII^At  least  a  half  pint  sample  of  linseed  oil 
should  be  carefully  drawn  from  the  barrel  or  other  container  through 
a  clean  funnel  and  placed  in  a  clean  bottle  and  the  bottle  prepared 
for  shipment  by  express  or  parcel  post  by  packing  it  in  a  suitable 
carton  or  box  to  prevent  breakage.     -     ;       :  :  J'  - 

ANALYSIS  FEE— A  fee  of  fl.OO  is  charged  for  each  sample 
analyzed  and  should  be  sent  in  the  form  of  check,  money  order  or 
cash  with  a  letter  advising  that  the  sample  is  being  sent  and  request- 
ing the  analysis  to  be  made.

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As  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  samples  and  fees,  reports  of 
analyses,  together  with  receipts  for  fees  are  mailed  to  the  senders. 
In  case  a  complete  analysis  is  not  desired  it  is  possible  to  indicate 
the  presence  of  adulterants  by  a  preliminary  test,  and  these  tests  will 
be  made  free  of  charge  for  those  residents  of  the  State  who  may 
submit  samples  for  examination.  In  a  like  manner  samples  of  Tur- 
pentine will  be  examined  free  of  charge.  All  selling  agents  or  con- 
sumers, who  have  reason  to  suspect  the  quality  of  the  Linseed  Oil 
or  Turpentine  which  they  are  to  offer  for  sale  or  to  purchase  for 
use,  should  take  advantage  of  this  information  furnished  by  the 
Bureau  to  determine  whether  or  not  these  materials  are  pure.
